Tse of Oil to Hurry 
File Proves Fatal to 
Mrs. L. P. Aldrich 


Mrs. L. I’. Aldrich, Rand rd., A r­ 
lington H eights was 
burned so 
badly Monday morning th at she 
died at the N orthw estern hospital 
at 2 o’clock that day. She had a t­ 
tem pted to “hurry up’ a fire in a 
w ater heater by use of fuel oil, a 
method th at she had frequently 
used. As the oil suddenly ignited 
flames entered the five gallon can 
used by Mrs. Aldrich, resulting in 
an explosion of the container. Her 
clothes were ignited and a river 
of fire extended into the room.

Phone calls brought the A rling­ 
ton fire departm ent and the Lau- 
torburg & Gelder ambulance. Mrs. 
Aldrich retained full consciousness, 
the pain being lessened by frequent 
applications of tannic acid during 
the trip to the hospital. The burns

Reporter 25 Years 
Behind On Truck Model 


In last w eek’s account of the 
Arlington 
Heights

meeting, mention w as made that 
the village asked Wm. Euchring 
to seek tires for w ater service 
truck from second hand tire deal­ 
ers. 
The vehicle needing retiring 
’s not the w ater d epartm ent se r­ 
vice truck, hut the form er fire 
departm ent chassis which is so old 
it is covered with whiskers and is 
not worth as much as new tires 
would cost. It was purchased about 
25 years ago and needs special 
size tires. 


Relief Load Drops to 85 
Administrative Costs 
Cut In Two 


Relief in W heeling tow’nship is 
now being distributed on a new 
basis which has reduced the relief 
load, and cut the adm inistrative 
costs. Representatives of the IERC 
completed last week a survey of 
all Wheeling relief cases and ha.s 
set up new budgets on which basis 
future relief will be given out. 


The im m ediate result of the ac­ 
tion 
of 
investigators 
from 
the 
county office is seen in the failure 
of a num ber of families to file re­ 
lief applications. 
Applications of 
others were disallowed. The p res­ 
ent relief load is only 85 cases com­ 
pared with a load of over 125 two 
months ago. 


The drop in relief ad m in istrat­ 
ive costs is nearly fifty per cent. 
The salary7 previously paid erfrh 
of tw’o clerks is now divided be­ 
tween two. The May cost of relief 
adm inistration was only $135.47. 


The removal of inequalities iii 
budgets is another im m ediate re ­ 
sult of the activities of the IER C 
in W heeling township. 
F orm erly 
relief paid to single men varied 
from $2.00 a month to as high as 
$40. 
The investigators studied every 
case, interview ing applicants and 
checking their applications. There 
can be no discrimination betw’een 
individuals. The county office fixes 
the budget and the supervisor will 
not be allowed to exceed th a t fig­ 
ure. 
New applications will also 
receive the strict scrutiny of the 
county office. 
The relief has been shut off for 
all those who did not voluntarily 
file new applications. 
Supervisor 
Klehm can not m ake any7 excep­ 
tions. Provisions of the state law 
give to the IE R C the authority7 of 
a general supervision over the ad ­ 
m inistration of relief in all tow n­ 
ships to which are paid state and 
federal funds. It also has au th o r­ 
ity over local relief money7 and 
may 
review 
the 
relief 
policies, 
procedures, case load and records 
of any governm ental unit. 
In order that local governm ental 
relief units m ay qualify7 for the 
receipt of state funds and federal 
benefits, the commission provides 
local relief offices w’ith basic pol­ 
icies. 
The present deficit in W heeling 
relief is due to failure of the local 
office to keep its obligations w ith­ 
in the prescribed limit of the law7. 
The board of auditors m ust first 
give its consent before the su p er­ 
visor can issue orders in excess 
of levied taxes. 


Relief Labor Available to 
Other Taxing Bodies 
The list of employables receiv­ 
ing relief in any township can be 
obtained by highw ay commission­ 
ers, 
county 
superintendent 
of 
highways, and superintendent of 
streets of any city, village or in­ 
corporated town within th at tow n­ 
ship. The law7 provides for their 
‘niployment in such work and fu r­ 
ther provides th at no com pensation 
ether than the relief 
allowance 
dial I be paid the laborer. 
Last week the village of A rling­ 
ton Heights made an application 
for relief 
labor 
to Supervisor 
Klehm. 
Only one of those a s­ 
signed to the village reported for 
work. The law positively provides 
that fu tu re relief shall be denied 
those employables who fail bo re­ 
port fur such work. 
One of the rules of the IER C is 
that the person seeking relief can 
name the store against whom o r­ 
ders shall be w ritten. 
W hen in­

office, 
this month the investigators were 
careful to check this one point. 
Supervisor Klehm states th a t his 
office is very careful to issue dr­ 
iers only ag a in st the stores nam ed 
by the applicant. 
Old Age Assistance 
The law provides th a t persons 
receiving old age assistance m ay 
not bt* given 
supplem entary aid, 
except in the form of em ergency 
medical assistance; that com pensa­ 
tion shall not be paid to employees 
on the basis of a fixed am ount per 
:ase. 
Mr. Klehm has not yet received 
from the county office all of the 
midgets for W heeling relief cases, 
but stated W ednesday th a t the case 
budgets are open to exam ination 
at any time.

Second was the string-burning 
contest for three-men teams. The 
object w as to build wood to a 
height of not over twelve inches 
and burn a string stretched at 18 
inches above the ground. Once lit, 
nothing could be added or touched. 
One point was deducted for each 
match used over two. Full credit 
of 50 points was given for a job 
completed in 5 minutes. 
The next was the fiist-aid relay 
for five-men teams. The first man 
was the patient and the other four 
tied, in order, a head bandage, a 
thigh bandage, an ankle support, 
and an arm sling. Then two of them 
carried the patient back. This was 
to be done in ft minutes for 50 
points and 5 points were deducted 
for each error. 
The pup-tent 
pitching contest 
was not held because of the lack 
of time. Therefore, each patrol was 
given full credit. 
Visitors were well appreciated 
i as points were given for them. 
If tho points awarded to each 
pat rop^tntal 800 to I OOO, the pa­ 
trol is an “A” patrol. 600-700 is a 
“B” patrol, and 400-500 is a “C” 
patrol. All awards are to lie given 
at the next Court of Honor to Ik* 
held at Des Plaines Wednesday, 
June 21. 
Blue ribbons are for 
“A,” red ribbons
